they happen to teach in the local 
colleges which are no better than 
high schools. But Mou Yun-sun is 
a professor in an institution fund- 
ed by the Hong 玉 ong government， 
and he serves as dean of graduate 
studies in "history in the Chinese 
University of Hong 玉 ong- 

Prof. Mou finds everything in 
China comes up to his expecta- 
tion. That he comes to such a con- 
clusion is surprising，because he 
had strong sentimental ties with

He had been an assis- 
tant professor of history in one of 
the universities in Taipei and came 
to Hong 玉 ong through the aegis

University. Chien is now lecturing 


in Taiwan colleges on account of 
compulsory retirement here. 

While in Hong 玉 ong Professor 
Chien Mu put up a stiff fight and 
used his pull to have Mou Yun-sun 
as a professor in the local univer- 
sity..The obstacle appeared at one 
time insurmountable because Mou 
does not have even a bachelor's 
degree. Both men were historians 
at the Taiwan school. 

However，Chien Mu succeeded 
in having Mou Yun-sun installed 
as a professor in spite of the com- 
petition from other applicants 
with college degrees and even 3a 
few with doctorates-. 

Prof. Mou seems to feel it's 
about time to cast away his ties 
with Chien Mu and Taiwan. His 
trip to mainland China made him 
well known as an admirer of the 

People's Republic. It is also a great 
honor for the Chinese University

20 Vinton Court，were wounded 
in the right arms，treated at Mis- 
sion Emergency Hospital and re- 
leased. 

Arrested were Joe Fong, an 18- 
year-old youth at liberty on bail 
after an attempted kidnaping four 
weeks ago im a Chinatown theater; 
David Wong, also 18, recently ac- 
quitted with Fong in a Imurder 
trial;i and Peter Lew，19, of 2055 
了 Powell St. 

In the-latest incident，police re- 
ported that a blue sedan filled 


with Chinese -youths approached 
another car shortly after midnight 
and einptied seven shots into the 
Car. 

Fong was arrested shortly after- 
wards，while the two other youths 
were picked up at 14th and Harri- 
son When investigators staked out 
the auto used by the gunmen. 

Joe Fong was one of ten Chi- 
nese youths charged with attempt- 
ed kidnapping when they alleged- 
ly _ attempted to abduct Samuel 
Choi，16, a murder trial witness， 
from the Palace ITheater at 1741 
Powell St., on September 12. 

Choi was a witness at a juvenile 
court trial in the murder of Harry 
开 wan，15，who was found fatally 
wounded in front of the Police 
Athletic League Center at 821 
Stockton St. last March 9.

While supporting the aim of a 
“9-1-1”emergency telephone serV- 
ice，Dr. Gurry argued that a tri- 
lingual service would be“totally 
inadequate because Chinese should 
include both Cantonese and Manm- 
darin.”

KCBS，in a follow-up eqditorial 
broadcast last week titled “Public 
Be Damned?,”criticized Curry for 
not specifically addressing the 
Problem of whether the soon-to- 
be-operational “9-1-1”” service 
“would be able to deal with prob- 
lems spoken in Chinese or Span- 
SR 

The_ editorial cited the police 
and fire departments” non-interest 
in multi-lingual staffing as a “liv- 
ing example of the long discredit- 
ed _ philosophy known as ThePub- 
lic Be Damned.” 开 CBS called on 
the mayor and the board of super- 
visors to demand an explanation 
and asked for comments from the 
police and fire commissions，

ASIAN STUDIES 


Asian Studies have long been negjlected in the schools in 
America. One finds that a course on civilization teaches 
about the civilizations of Athens and Rome，and that a 
course in the humanlties includes only the “Western” 
humanities. Little wonder that our students who graduate 
from such curricula are not aware of the great contributions 
of Asian cultures and civilizations to the world. 

In recent years，we have been glad to see some changes. 
Although we recognlze thbat changes are slow, painful, and 
sometimes reluctantly encouraged，we are sad to see that 
change So _ often does not atffect the attitudes of teachers 
and administrators. We see that in many schools where there 
1s a high percentage of Asian-American puplls，the Asian 
heritage has not been recognized, let alone promoted. 

We therefore call upon the school administrators and 
teachers to take on an open attitude toward the Asian heri- 
tage. We urge them to schedule Asian studies classes for the 
School, to order related books for the library and films for 
the classroom, and to enroll in in-service coOurses themselves. 

We also commend the American Society for Eastern Arts 
for hosting a conference on“Asian Studies in the Schools.”

TRI-LINGUAL SERVICES 


We think that a tri-lingual emergency service for police， 
fire and health inquiries is an absolute necessity for the Chi- 
nese and Spanlsh-speaking communities.

RE-RE-CONFESSIONS 

Before Chew was sent to Guam 
in 1971，he was the manager of 
the San Francisco Chinatown So- 
cial Security office.， Before that， 
he worked for the. Immigration 
Service as 3a translator. In Immi- 
针 ation，he had dealings with CHi- 
nese- who were brought to him 
because they had done something 
wiong，tried to enter the country 
illegally， etc. 

Mr. Chew became familiar with 
what he calls the “Te-re-confes- 
sions”in the Immigration Service. 
He gave as an example one man 
who came to the U.S$. and said he 
was married once，but his wife 
died. Later he came back to the 
JImmigration Service and confessed 
that his first wife had died, but he 
had married again in China and 
might they send for the wife of 
his second marriage，who was a 
young thing. 

One confession later，the very 
young wife and the Chinese gentle- 
man showed up at the office and 
admitted that actually this very 
young wife was notreally his own 
wife，but the wife of his young 
son，who must surely be missing 
her. “And while they were at it， 
could they possibly arrange pass- 
age for the boy's mother，the 
man's first and only wife，who 
was not dead after all and who 
would certainly be unhappy, sepa- 
rated from the rest of her family. 
And could the familyname be re- 
corded Properly as Lee and not 
Wong please?”It was arranged. 

CHANGE OF ATTITUDE 

When Chew changed jobs from 
Immigration to Social Security he 
had to undertake a very difficult 
change in _ attitude.“In Immigra- 
tion peoplewere brought to me 让 
they were suspected of doing 
something wrong，but in Social 
Security Im supposed to trust the 
people who come to see me. 工 am 
there to _ serve them，to believe im 
them. I had a hard time adapting 
at first，but now I believe that 
people . are basically honest，at 
least 97 per cent of them,” he 
said with a slight twinkle in his 
eye. 

The big problem comes with 
medicare applicants who must 
submit two documents that prove 
their date of birth, but who falsi- 
fied their age when they came to 
the United States.
